Cheesy Profit 


Comptroller General Joseph Campbell said taxpayers 
lost $2 million ina 1954 transaction between the Com- 
modity Credit Corporations and dairy firms. CCC 
bought 86.6 million pounds of cheddar at 37 cents a 
pound, resold it todealers at 34 cents a pound without 
moving it. Campbell said the deal was ‘‘unauthorized 
and improper.’’ The Agriculture Department dis- 
puted this, said the deal stabilized the price for 
dairymen during price support adjustment. 


Shades of 1932 


Ex-Republican President Herbert Hoover became the 
target of Democrats again as the Party’s National 
Committee accused him of ‘‘stacking’’ task forces of 
the second Hoover Commission on Organization of 
the Executive Branch of the Government. Hoover, in 
return, charged the Democrats with an ‘‘infamous 
smear’’ attack onhis Commission, Its decisions were 
made by majority vote, and not on ‘‘political 
grounds,’’ said Hoover.
